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CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS,

The present congress will probably
immortalize itself by voting to submit
sovernl smendments to  the constitution
of tho United States for rntification by
atate leglslutures, Oneo ol these will un-
guestionubly be an smendmoent  provid.
ing for the glection of United States sen-
wtors by direct vots ol tho poaple, and
anather will be o propoesition that the
president and vice president shall  be
alected by u divect vote of the pooplo for
u term of six yoars, and shall be ineligi-
ble to ro-election. Auother poending
amendment introduced on January 15 by
Sanator Plntt in the uppor branch and by
Hoon, William M, Springar in the house,
rends us follows:

SNo stata shall pass auy law respecting an
ostablishment of retigion, or prohibiting the
free exercise thereof. or use its  property or
gradlt, or any monoey raised by tiwxation, or
authorizo eithar to be used, for the purposo
of tounding, maloisining or alding, by appro-
prlulll'll' poynent for services, exponses or
othorwise, uny ehureh, roligious donominn-
tion or religious soclety, or  auy institution,
socioty or w der sking, which is wholly, or
in part, under scotarisn or aoolosiasticul con-
trol.”

This amndment {8 baing urged
pecially by tho National Leagus for the
Protection + f American lustitutions, of
which Hon, Joh 1 J y, formerly minister
to Kngland, is president.  The nuationul

THE TRUSTS MUST i,

A decision just rondered by the su-
prome eourt of Ohilo, in o onse brought
by the attornay gonoral of tho state
ngainst the Standarsd Ol company,
sirikes n Blow at that corporation which
will probal ly have tha affact to deprive
it of the groat power iy has oxercisad in
crushing out eompotition. Tho cnse
was brought to oust the company from
ita corpornte rights and franchises ob-
tnined from the state of Ohip.  Thoe da-
eision of the court does not disturb the
franchises, hut it doesa what 18 far more
important, from the point ol view of the
publie Interests, g prohibiting the come
pany from 1n any wiay continuing to
earry ot or fultill any provisions or
nereomonts undor thoe trost
This can hardly fnil to be nsorions mnts
tor for the compuny, not only in innedi-
ata finaneinl losses, but in opening the
doors to unlimited coinpetition, Tt isan
important anti-monopoly victory, how-
ever, and one that i5 especinlly signifi-
cant from having been won in  the
stronghold of this pront corporation.

Another Importunt antisteust procoiods-
ingr is the ense brought in the United
Stutos court at Boston  agmnst the
Whisky trust, ail the members of that
combination having heon indicted by the
foderal grand juey, and a numbor of
thom huave already boen placed undor
arvest,  This aetion s brought undor
the Sherman act passed by the Pifty-
flest congress, and will probably be re-
giarded as o test enso. The consgitution-
allty of the Inw has alrendy been af-
firmed by a lowor court, but undoubt-
oldly the whisky trust will, if benten,
carry the to the United States
supreme court for a decision os to the
constitutionality of the statute. The
whisky combination is not quite so for-
midiable ns the Standard Ol monopoly,
but from the legal point of view, if not
from that of public polivy, it is equally
objectionnble,

The frionds of anti-monopoly will find
repssuranes in these proceedings, which
indicate that public sentimont hostile to
trusts and combinations is still an uetive
force.  There has been just compliaint
that during the two years or more in
which the anti-trust law passod by con-
gress hns beon in force, no proper or
adequate effort has hoon made to give it
offect, but thera is reason to beliove
that an enrnest endenvor is now o be
mude to enforee the law in all cases to
which it will apply, In that event the
present year may witness the dissolution
of most of the combinations for control-
ling production and prices,
